PLANNED IN STATE 


Price of Staple Will Be 
Discussed, Says Brown, 
in Speaking of Meeting 
to Be Held in Atlanta. 


Calling attention to the an- 
noupced state-wide meeting of cot- 
ton producers, business men and 
all others interested in a fair price 
for cotton and cotton seed, which 
will be held in Atlanta in the next 
two weeks under the auspices of 
the Georgia division, American Cot- 
ton association, Commissioner of 
Agriculture J. J. Brown states this 
will be one of the most impor- 
tant meetings ever held in Georgia, 
and urges a full revresentation from 
every county in the state. 

“While we are looking forward 
to. this meeting.” Commissioner 
Brown said, “I sincerely trust that 
no one in Georgia will sell a single 
bale of cotton for less than 40 cents 
a pound, the price fixed in Mont- 
gomery a few days ago. 

Crop Deteriorates. 

Since the Montgomery meeting 
and in the last thirty days, we 
have had one of the greatest crop 
deteriorations evér Known. It has 
been so great in Texas that the ay- 
thorities have announced that Tex-" 
as will hardly make two and a half 
million bales, aS against about four 
million anticipated 60 days ago. As 
a result Texas is figuring the ccst 
of production at 46 cents a pound. 

“The deterioration in Georgia has 

been as great as that in Texas, and 
it would be unjust to every inter- 
est to even think of selling a pound 
of our cotton fer less than 40 cents 
average for all grades. 
“I have received positive informa- 
tion that the Sixth Federal Reserve 
bank stands ready to rediscomt for 
the farmers and merchants Pf this 
territory an unlimited amount of 
cotton paper. I am sorry ther: a 
misunderstanding, as I am inform- 
ed, on the part of some of sur Geor- 
gia banks to the contrary. If they 
will look into the matter I fee] sure 
they will find the Federal Reserve 
bank is ready to stand by our farm- 
ers just as in the past. 


Deflation Groundless, 
“There is no ground whatever for 


because cotton has never been in- 
flated. Every posted man in the 
cotton belt knows well that it cost 
more to produce the 1920 cotton 
crop than any other in the history 
of the south. 

“When the world knows the facts, 
it will be ready to accord our pro- 
ducers a price for their cotton which 
will pay them the cost of produc- 
tion plus a reasonable profit.

any longer, than the farmer can 
hold. Let every man stand stead- 
fast for a fair price and we are 
bound to get it.”

Summary of Campaign 
Shows Democratic Nom- 
inee Gaining Ground 
Rapidly, Says Mark 
Sullivan. 


HOLDS CLEAR ISSUE 
IN PROGRESSIVISM 


This Position, in Contrast 

to Harding’s Stand-Pat 
Policy, Will Win Him 
Many Votes in West. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 
Chicago, Sept#®mber 11.—It is now 
exactly since the 
nominations ended with the nam- 
ng of Cox at San Francisco. From 
now until the election is fifty-three 


Of these there are not more 
than fifty days left for effective 
campaigning . We are therefore 
well past the middle of the cam- 
paign, and it is an appropriate time 
to sum up what has been done, 
as well as what is likely to happen. 

Cox has done most. He has been 
the source of the greatest activity. 
It was expected he would be. Ev- 
erybody knew that the campaign 
would shape itself with the repub- 
licans in the more favorable position 
and with Cox trying to take tt 
away from them. Cox accepted this 
role of the offensive; he had no 
choice but to accept it. In this 
role he has come up to expectation. 
I think the picture the public has 
of him is that,of a game young 
lightweight prize fighter, dancing 
about and delivering the best 
punches he knows how against an 
opponent who is more heavy and 
solid, but less active. 

In this role Cox did not make 
any impression to speak of until 
almost exactly the middle of the 
campaign. The first time he suc- 
ceeded in making the republicans 
take notice of him was when he 
made his speech at} Pittsburg on 
campaign funds. That was the first 
real excitement of the campaign. 
Cox made the republicans notice 
him, put them on the defensive, 
started them to talking back. Dur- 
ing the two weeks that havegin- 
tervened we have got close $0 he 
bottom of that subject. tI Has @c- 
bottom of that subject.

Whethér the republicans will con- 
tinue to be as much on the defen- 
sive as they were when Cox first 
delivered his blow. the public will 
judge. I suspect that Cox has fal- 
len short of making this issue 
“stick” as a major issue of the 
campaign. 

Turn now to the more permanent 
issues of the campaign. 

Cox had three possible issues: 
One was the league of nations; an- 
other was “progressivism,” includ- 
ing his own record as 


issues he had and 
still has. The original intention 
of his backers, of those who 
brought about his nomination, was 
to play the “wet” issue strongly. 
They had no stomach for the league 
of nations or for anything else as- 
sociated with Wilson. They were 
“wets” and they intended to make 
a “wet” campaign. They believed 
that was the only chance for the 
democrats tog et anywhere this 
year. They believed that issue pre- 
sented an opportunity to make in- 
roads in what they used to call, 
in terms of military strategy, “the 
republican eastern salient’—New 
Jersey, New York, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island, Maryland and possi- 
bly one or two other states. 
The “Wet” Issue. 


That was the program of Cox’s 
backers. But immediately after his 
nomination it was apparent that 
Cox was not willing to embrace 
‘he “wet” issue as openly and ex- 
clusively as his backers’ desired. 
Whether his refusal to go on with 
the “wet” program was temporary 
or permanent, whether it was pr'n- 
ciple or caution, remains to be seen. 
At this writing the “wet” demo- 
crats still entertain the hope that 
Cox, after he finishes his western 
trip and comes into the east, early 
in October, will adopt the “wet” 
issue. The “dry” democrats, on the 
other hand, are urging him right 
now to repudiate the “wet 55 lead-

ers who helped to nominate him. |§ 


At the present writing Cox has not 
made this decision. He must make 
it soon. In my judgment, this “wet” 
versus “dry” issue is going to cut 
a large figure in the closing days 
of the campaign. 

In any event, at fhe beginning, 
among his three possible issues, 
Cox first chose the league of na- 
tions. He visited President Wilson 
at the white house, and that visit 
was the-cause of much irritation to 
those backers who had got him the 
nomination and who thought they 
were entitled to have something to 
say about the conduct of the cam- 
>aign. Cox embraced the league 
fully. To the surprise of many, and 
the dismay of some, he made the 
leagne of nations the burden of his 
acceptance speech. The first half 
hour of that speech was devoted 
wholly to that topic;.no other topic 
got more than a fraction of as 
much emphasis. 

League and Pregressivetsm. 

All the speeches Cox made dur- 
ing August were about equally dai- 
vided between the league of na- 
tions and progressivism. That is 
the record up to the time fate pre- 
sented him with the campaign fund 
~candal. As I have said before, I 
kink the campaign fund ‘scandal, 
n the beginning, at least, had

merely the status in Cox’s mind of 
an accidental] interlude. 

I expect to see Cox, on his west- 
ern trip for the coming month, play 
two strings—the league of nations 
and progressivism. Both these is- 
sues are popular in the west. If he 
really succeeds in “starting some- 
thing” in the west with either or 
both of these issues, he will stick 
to that line right up to the election. 


Put I doubt whether Cox will suc- 
ceed in stirring up the west to tne 
point of any reasonable expoctation 
of carrying that territory. Tne rea- 
sen is that the west is sus»D'ctous 
of Cox because of the character of 
some, of the forces which gave him 
his nomination. 

If Cox does not succeed in the 
west with either the league of na- 
tions or progressivism, and if the 
campaign fund scandal] does not 
stick as a major issue, then 1} ex- 
pect to see a sharp change of strat- 
egy as soon as Cox has comp'teted 
ris western trip and starts into the 
cyst, about the first of Uctover. 

If a political critic may venture 
30 much, I think ther*® was one 
is-ue on which progress could have 
been made, and might still Le made, 
against the republican ground 
swell. That issue is progress!vism. 
Cox is a progressive. Harding b'm- 
self‘ says he is conservative, and 
takes pride in the fact. Harding 
doesn’t object to being called a 
standpatter. Harding is conserva- 
tive almost to the point Where con- 
servatism is a religion with him. 
Whenever he expresses his Delies 
in tonservatism he falls into a !:ind 
of emotional fervor Harding would 
never divide the progiessive issue 
with Cox, nor dispute it with him. 
farding is a 100 per cent conserv- 
ative. As between Harding and Cox 
cn this issue there is no overljap- 
ping and no middle groun’s On this 
isswe the two candidates are in 
Snarp and undisputed contra:si. 


Progressivism Offers Most. 


This was and still is the issue 
that holds out most hope for Cox. 
Kverybody knows that during the 
past year rather more than @ ma- 
jority of the people have come to 
be dubious about the league of na- 
tions in the form in which it now 
stands. Also most people feel confi- 
dent that the republicans, if they 
are successful, will Join some sort 
of league of nations. A good many 
of us believe that the kind of league 
of nations which Cox, if he were 
elected, would be able to get the 
senate to ratify, and would lead the 
country into, does not differ much 
from the kind of league the coun- 
try will ultimately enter if Hard- 
ing is elected. There is a differ- 
ence in the mental attitude of the 
two candidates, but, speaking gen- 
erally, on the league of nations the 
issue is blurred. 

(And yet I should not want to go 
too far in minimizing the ~ossibil- 
ity of the league'of nations becom- 
ing a most acute jssue in this cam- 
paign with the sharpest sort of 
line-up on it. Certain modifications 
in the republican attitude which are 
just now taking place will have 
much to do with this). 

But on “progressivism”. there is 
no overlapping and no blurring. 
Everybody in Ohio gives Cox credit 
for a thoroughly progressive admin- 
istration. 

Cox’s Progressive Record. 

When Cox became governor of 
Ohio there were more than 50,000 
lawsuits in the Ohio courts between 
employers and employees over per- 
sonal injuries. Fifty thousand law- 
suits between two classes in the 
community comes close to being a 
kind of suppressed civil war. Today, 
Governor Cox tells me, there are 
not five such suits. It may have 
been generally forgotten, but it is 
a Significant fact that the year Cox 
became governor of Ohio was the 
year the doctrine of “the recall of 
judicial decisions” arose, and the 
place it arose was the capital of 
Ohio, Columbus. For the disappear- 
ance of that kind of radical un- 
rest, Cox’s friends believe his ad- 
ministration is responsible. 

To be sure, not all the republic- 
ans in Ohio admit that Cox is en- 
titled to the whole credit for the 
progressive program in that state. 
They say the sentiment had been 
worked up for it, that the state was 
ripe for it, and that it would have 
come about under any other man 
as governor. I have never made 
more than a superficial inquiry, but 
I am convinced that Cox is enti- 
tled to credit as a progressive gov- 
ernor, 

Of course, it is true that It would 
have been difficult for progressive 
voters to overlook some of Cox’s 
present backers, and some of the 
forces that gave him his nomina- 
tion. Becauseyof the “wet” nature 
of much of C6x’s intimate support, 
most of the membmers of the old 
prozressive party are sticking to 
to Harding, distasteful as Harding’s 
nomination was to them. Neverthe- 
less, I think that Cox’s best issue 
was and still is “progressivism.” 
and his own progressive record as 
governor of Ohio.

‘The medical board in its appeal 
calls the attention of anyone who 
may be interested, to the fact that 
money invested in radium is a mogi 
excellent investment, as the pré- 
cious "metal may be used for an ur- 
limited number of cases and it still 
retains its original value and the 
market price of the metal is in- 
creasing every year. i 

The appeal issued from the med- 
ical board of the hospital follows: 

“One of the greatest needs of the 
Grady hospital at the present time 
is a supply of radium for the treat- 
ment of cancer. This agent is be- 
ing used more and mote every day 
in the treatment of this disease and 
with increasing success. Radium is 
in many cases supplanting surgical 
operations and is recognized as be- 
ing better treatment, and in others 
is a most valuable supplement to 
the operation. 

“Radium is also very useful in 
checking hemorrhage in non-can- 
cerous conditions and in treating 
other diseases which do not respond 
to ordinary measures. Perhaps the 
greatest success at the present 
time is in the treatment of skin 
cancer, where it effects practically 
100 per cent of cures. Altogether, 
the application of this precious 
metal to the treatment of cancer, 
both in preference to surgery and in 
cases where surgery would be pre- 
ferred if it were safe is the most

Cork, September 11.—Archbishop 
Spence, of Adelaide, Australia, who 
was born in Cork, visited the’ hun- 
ger strikers today. Afterward, he 
said to the Associated Press: 

“I received from the prisoners 
the impression of extraordinary res- 
olution: on the part of all except 
Sean Hennessy, 19 years old, who 
was unconscious. I am sure noth- 
ing could induce them to break the 
strike. Their voices were so weak, 
I had to bend down close to her 
them. A priest gets by instinct 
what a doctor gets by science, and 
I don’t believe that Hennessy could 
be restored even if released. 

“I leaned my ear to his mouth, 


To see those boys expiring is dis- 
heartening, but at the same time 
inspiring. They believe that their 
death will do more for Ireland and 
the Irish cause than the spouting 
of politicians for a thousand years.” 
Asked if there gvas any possibil- 
ity of the vatican intervening, the 
archbishop replied: “The pope will 
intervene only in religious mat- 
ters. There is no chance of his in- 
tervention in this case.” 

The possibility of the pope’s in- 
tervention is a question much dis- 
cussed here.

Macon, Ga., September 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—When J. F. Malone takes his 
seat in the Georgia house of rep- 
resentatives, to which he was elect- 
ed from Bibb county last Wednes- 
day, that body will have a unique 
member. For thirty years he has 
been running a locomotive six days 
out of the week and preaching on 
the seventh day, and he declares 
he does not intend to give up his 
religious activities just because he 


has been elected to the legislature 

Mr. Malone declared today that 
when the legislature is in session 
he will help make laws during the 
daytime, but at night he expects 
to deliver street corner sermons In 
Atlanta. : 

“Legislators have nothing to do 
at night except be lobbyists,” said 
Bibb’s new solon. “As I am no lob- 
byist and wouldn’t know how to be 
one if I wanted to, I am going to 
walk the streets of Atlanta until 
I find a spot to preach and there I 
will take my stand, select my text 
and tell the people about the Word 
of God. 

“A man asked me today what I 
am going to do with my religion 
now that I have been elected to the 
legislature. I looked at him and 
said: ‘I have got the same God Jo- 
seph had when he went down into 
Egypt, and he came throvgh his 
temptations all right. I suppose lI 
can do likewise.’” 

Religion has always been the big 
thing in the life of this engineer- 
legislator. He has never missed an 
opportunity to preach since he was 
converted when a young man, and 
some of the opportunities have been 
offered in queer places. 

“I began preaching the first shot 
out of the box,” he said today, in 
telling of his experiences. “When I 
was converted I stepped right over 
the chancel rail and began speaking 
to others kneeling there. On the 
train going to West Point one time 
a baseball team got on. They were 
a jolly bunch of fellows, full of 
life, as all ball players are. Aftera 
little they passed around a bottle, 
asking everybody to take a drink. 
When the bottie reached me I stood 
up, took my text and preached a 
sermon. By the time they § had 
reached their destination they had 
heard a message of God. They shook 
me when they got off 
and thanked me for it. I felt that 
I had done some good in the world 
that day.”

CALIFORNIA ADVERTISES. 


The first of a series of articles 


the Georgia Press association, and 
editor of The Telfair Enterprise, 
of McRae, Ga., who is spending 
several weeks in southern Califor- 
nia as the representative of the 
Advertise Georgia Enterprise re- 
cently has been released to the 
press of Georgia. 

Mr. Simmons went to the Pacific 
coast to learn why so many home- 
seekers go there from other states, 
while so few come to Georgia. 

He thinks he has found the an- 
swer—California advertises.

Paris conference -— and the very 
early days. In London, as The New 
York Tribune correspondent re- 
marked, the public was “stunned.” 

The truth was this: For many 
months, ever since the day of the 
armistice, to be exact, French and 
British diplomacy have been in- 
volved in a struggle which extends 
all over the world and has a very 
ide range of specific issues. And 
bes pnd these specific issues there is 
a fundamental difference of opinion 
in the matter of peace of the future 
orrvanization of Europe, of the 
treatment of Germany and of Russia. 

In the Paris:‘conference, America, 
on the whole, took the British view, 
or, Or to put the thing more exactly, 
Britain seemed totake the American 
view. It was the conception of 
Lloyd-George, ablest of all the 
diplomatic and parliamentary lead- 
ers in the presnt world, that Brit- 
ish pqolicy at Paris should associate 
itself with American, that by a 
clever support of President Wilson 
on immaterial matters, American 
support might be had on the few 
matters of real moment to the Brit- 
ish, most of whose desires had been

| realized by the war itself. 


o 


Struggle Over Near East. 
irst among all the specific issues 
between France and Britain was the 
reorganization of the Near East. 
The war had hardly ended when the 
British and French foreign offices 


' m@pean to fight over Syria and Meso- 


potamia. At the bottom of the 
fight lay the British desire to keep 
the French out of the Near East, 
because, a fact little grasped by 
America, it is in the Near F-st, more 
exactly in the middle and Far East, 
that the real interests of the British 
Empire -lie. 

France, established upon the -Sy- 
rian littoral, holding a considerable 
section of the Bagdad railway, in- 
cluding its inevtable debouch upon 
the Mediterranean, would be an un- 
comfortable neighbor, for French 
aspirations extended far inland, to 
the banks of the Tigris and the Eu- 
phrates. Twenty years ‘before the 
peace conference, Britain was ready 
to fight France, provided Marchand 
did not retire from Fashoda. Then, 
as al ‘ays, British officials have 
been enormously keen on the sub- 
ect of maintaining British position 
sin the east and excluding all possi- 
ble rivals, although, on the eve of 
the world war, Sir Edward Grey had 
consented to an arrangement with 
aaa which would have let the 

ermans into Asia Minor. 

Now, incredible as it may seem. 
this Syrian debate poisoned the 
whole Paris conference. When Mr. 
Wilson arrived it was represented 
to him that the problem fell under 
hie principle of “self-determina- 
tion. On this basis, British influ- 


ence urged him to force the French 
to surrender their rights in Syria 


which had been recognized by the 
British in the Sykes-Picot treaty of 
the war period. American influence 
fell in with British in this, as on so 
many other questions, but the 
French hung on, until Mr. Wilson 


ine retired from Europe, and then 
_ pressed their claims successfully, so 


far as Syria was concerned, but un- 
successfully so far as Masul and a

be sure, given’their own problems 
in Egypt, India and even in Mesopo- 
tamia, but still, the handiest of all 
available sticks to beat their French 
rivals. 
Once More at Odds. 

. Now in the case of Poland, of the 
Russian reds and of the whole ques- 
tion which is raised by the chaos 
beyond the Vistula, French and 
British policies are once more at 
odds. France wants, beyond all 
else two things: A strong Poland, 
as an ally against Germany, and a 
Russian government which will 
honor the obligations of czarist 
Russia and thus guarantee the vast 
French holdings in the old Russian 
debt. For France this Russian debt 
is only less important than the in- 
demnities due from Germany, ‘to- 
gether they spel’ ruin or restoration 
for the republic. 

Britain. on the contrary. is wholly 
without interest as to the French 
debt and “exceedingly unsympa- 
thetic with the Poles. At Paris 
Lloyd-George went far beyond Wil- 
son in seeking to reduce Polish ter- 
ritories. What the British desire 
most is some sort of peace with 
Russia which will at on-o put an 
end to the very obvious peril their 
eastern empire is in, because of the 
fact that the bolshevists have a 
‘and approach to India, that road by 
Khylas Pass which in the Victorian 
days seemed to be marked for a 
Russian invasion, as readers of Kip- 
ling will recall. 

British statesmen, in addition are 
undergoing a tremendous pressure 
from within their own island for a 
peace arrangement with Russia, a 
pressure coming from labor, while 
France 1s equally affected by a 
push in the opposite direction com- 
ing from the thotsands of mall 
people who hold Russian rentes. It 
would be just as impossible for 
Millerand to make peace with any 
Russian government which refused 
to honor the old debt, as would 
be for I loyd-George to continue to 
make war upon any Russian govy- 
ernment, however revolutionary, if 
any sort of peace terms were pro- 
posed, 


Now the situation is cumplicated 
again by the German difficulty. The 
mass of the British public, labor and 
liberml alike, want tohave done with 
the German business. They hope 
for little or no indemnity from 
Germany. They are opposed to any 
form of military action against Ger- 
many to enforce peace terms. They 
regard any more war es likely to 
brine financial ruin to the empire, 
even if it proves successful in the 
end, In a werd the British are 
going through a period of extreme 
reaction from all the ideas, prin- 
ciples, purposes of the war era. 
They are uninterested in Germany, 
for them no longer either a menace 
or a rival. 

More than this they are thorough- 
ly provoked at the French, whose 
policy, in their minds, is calculated 
to bring about new wars with Ger- 
many and to prevent a settlement 
With Russia and therefore make 
pence in the world impossible. It 
would be difficult to exaggerate 
this impatience with France in al- 
most ali British circles at the pres- 
ent moment, an impatience very hu- 
man and natural, which grows out 
of the feeling that French policy 
will sooner or later involve the Brit- 
ish in another foreign war. While 
Franee, for whom the war has not 
been liquidated, is equally resent- 
ful of what it regards as British 


desertion. 

Our value to the British as a 
brake upon French purpose, how- 
ever, disappeared. Accordingly, 
after a brief period of delay, Lloyd- 
George, with characteristic skill 
made a new combination, this time 
with Italy, to serve the same pur- 
pose. Italy was angry at France 
because Clemenceau had declined to 
associate himself. with Orlando tn 
opposing Mr. Wilson’s Fiume policy, 
because he had refused with rather 
brutal frankness to join in a Latin 
counterpoise to the Anglo-Saxon 
federation, which had dominated the 
Paris conference, to Italy’s very 
great injury. 

To be sure Britain had been not 
less unfriendly in the Adriatic dis- 
pute, but Italy couldsnot afford too 
many enemies and besides Italy 
needed coal, needed ships, needed 
all the things which the British 
could supply, and she had the frank 
purpose to make British complalis- 
ance with her Adriatic poliey one 
of the rewards for her support of 
Liloyd-George. We had, then, soan 
after America retired, a frank part- 
nership with Britain and Italy not 
only united, but standing solidly 
and consistently against French 
purposes. 

This was true in the case of Ger- 
many, where Italy, like Britain, nad 
no hopes.or fears to be served by 
anv extreme policy. In point of 
fact not even the war had excited 
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has that of the British or the 
French. Italy made war upon Aus- 
tria for a defirite purpose. She lone 
abstained from any declaration of 
war upon Germ@ny and when she 
did declare war it was because of 
the pressure coming from her allies. 
not of her own volition. Ftaly, too, 
had faint hopes of any indemnity. 
which grew ever fainter as the 
Paris policies were unfolded. 

In the matter of Russia, Italian 
sentiments were even more in ac- 
cord with British. There was a s0- 
cialist storm in Italy wholly anala- 
gous to the labor ferment in Britain 
and, in addition, Italians believed 
that if the blockade of Russia were 
lifted food, particularly wheat, 
would be much cheaper, and Italy, 
it should be understood, has been 
hardest hit of all allied countries 
by ‘the economic - consequences of 
the war. ? 

_ Britain and Italy Allied. 

Britain and Italy, then, early 
struck hands and worked together 
to seek a modification of the treaty 
of Versailles and to bring about 
peace and commercial intercourse 
with Russa, even at the cost of 
recognizing the bolshevist regime. 


France, by contrast, stood for the 
literal -enforcement of the Ver- 
sailles document as a matter of life 
and death and for the non-recogni- 
tion of any red government which 
declined to honor Russian debts to 
France. 

But just as long as France stood 
alone her power for shaping policy 
in the™association of nations which 
defeated Germany was slight. She 
was outvoted again and again. Italy 
stood with Britain in denouncing 
the French occupation of Rhenish 
territories when Germany broke the 
treaty of Versailles by sending 
troops to the Ruhr. Little by little 
Britain and [Italy in association, 
Liloyd-George actually in control, 
succeeded in*imposing their will 
upon France up to the pesnt where 
at the Spa conference amendments 
were made to the Versailles docu- 
ment while by London negotiations 
the road was opened for actual 
recognition of the bolshevists. 

Now it is exactly this situation 
which existed at the moment when 
the Polish disaster arrived. Had the 
disaster ngpt occurred there is not 
the smallest doubt that both Italy 
and Britain would have completed 
their arrangements with Russia. 
And what Mr. Colby’s letter actual- 
ly did was to smash this Italian and 
British combination into a_ thou- 
sand pieces by giving to the Frencn 
policy the unqualified endorsement 
of the United States. The French 
alone were incapable of standing up 
te the Anglo-Italian combination 
successfully for obvious reasons, 
but the United States and France 
formed a counter alliance of at 
least equal strength. 

Thus, .f French military aid at 
the critical moment saved the Poles. 
Mr. Colby’s epistolary support res- 
cued the French from an awkward 
and even dangerous situation in 
which they had either to turn their 
backs upon their recent allies and 
zo it alone or else give way upon 
matters which were of vital im- 
portance, to France. All Lloyd- 
George’s infinitely skilful efforts 
were wrecked the moment that 
France, no longer feeling herself 
isolated, owas able to pursue her 
own policev again. Nor was it easy 
for Britain and Italy to break with 
France on an issue on which the 
United States was clearly support- 
ing France. 

Of course the thing goes even 
deeper. It is true that on the ques- 
tion of bolshevism the United States 
and France.are at one, there is just 
as little sympathy for Lenin in the 
United States as in France and 
there is identical onposition and dis- 
approval for the Georgian policy 0° 
megotiating with the reds. In point 
fof fact it mav be questioned wheth- 
er the American hostility is not 
even deeper than the French, for 
the French government would have 
joined with the British and Italian 
in recognizing the reds had they 
agreed to pay the French debt. Still. 
aside from this detail, French 
hatred of bolshevism is very gen- 
eral and real. 

We have, then, by intervening In 
European-affairs again, at a critica! 
moment restored the French posi- 
tion. Our troops at Chateau Thier- 
ry were hardly more welcome than 
Mr .Colby’s note from a French point 
of view. But in doing this we have 
manifestly opened «a breach with 
Rritish statesmanship, as_ Lloyd- 
George himself indicated when he 
accused Mr. Wilson of a lack of 
consistency in the matter of Russia. 

Unpopular Abroad. 

Today we are more unpopular in 
Italy than the Germans because of 
our stand in the matter of Fiume. 
The French find it*impossible to 
understand why we steadily backed 
the British in all the Paris confer- 
ence. The British are totally 
amazed at seeing us, notwithstand- 
ing the Paris concord, suddenly ap- 
pe in the open upsetting British 
policies and producing crises in 
British domestic politics. Grateful 
the Poles probably are for our 
moral approval in their hour of ex- 
treme peril, but over against this 
they must set the fact that we join- 
ed with the British in imposing upon 
them the Danzig enormity, which 
between the views of the British. 
as expressed by Lloyd-George at 
this moment and under labor press- 
ure and those of the United States 
government. This group accept 
British policy as progressive and 
liberal and denounce the French 
course as reactionary anqgeven mil- 
itaristic. Thus Mr. Wilson’s deter- 
mination against the recognition of 
Red Russia and his'support of the 
French attitude has aroused a vio- 
lent outcry. 

Yet the fact fs still unmistakable 
matter of Russia and of Germany 
has lately demonstrated its essen- 
tial viciousness. 

In the United States there is a 
small group of so-called “liberals,” 
for whom The New Republic is 
perhaps the most  consp*cuous 
spokesman, which is undertaking 
to bring about a complete fusion 
that American sympathy in the 
is still far more with the French 
than with the British point of view. 
while it is equally certain that be- 
tween the French purposes and the 
American conceptions there is a 
very wide gap in many other fields. 
On the whole there has been little 
or no protest against the treaty of 
Versailles, as such, in the United 
States. Protests that Germany was 
too severely treated have been rare 
and have come from very limited 
groups. The desire to reopen com- 
munications either diplomatic or 
commercial with Russia is restrict- | 
ed in the extreme. 

By contrast these are the very 
foundations of the contentions of 
the British “liberals.” Nor is it less 
clear that American sympathy was 
very generally excited in the mat- 
ter of Poland, whereas British lib- 
erais and the labor groups in par- 
ticular, openly rejoiced at the Rus-| 
sian victories and were frankly dis- 
appointed when Warsaw wag saved 
by a combination of French mili- 
tary genius and Polish devotion. 

he mass of Americans are then 
very far away from any common 
ground with the influences which 
are more and more controlling Brit- 
ish policy and dictating the tune to 
which Lloyd-George foots it with 
all his accustomed grace and agil- 
ity. .On the other hand we have 
neither the interest nor the experi- 
ence necessary to undertake to steer 
a course between the Scylla of Brit- 
ish policy and the Charybdis of 
French in all the—for us—unchart- 
ed rocks of European affairs. 

I believe that the mass of Ameri- 
cans would very frankly concede! 
that they were opposed to any na- 
tional policy which supported Brit- 
ain against France or France 
against Britain in the European 
field.. Yet this is exactly what is 
bound to oecur unless we presently 
retire completely from world af- 
fairs, which is impossible, or adopt 
a consistent and definite policy of 
our own. We cannot forever skirt 
the edges of the tumult, now dash- 
ing in on one side, now on the otn- 
er, without presently drawing to 
ourselves the dislike of both. 


Results ef Colby’s Letter. 


is a final exmmpie of the fashion 
in which an action, wholly simple 
and straightforward in itself, may 
have far-yeaching consequences out- 
side of the question at issue. Its 
effect was to upset Anglo-Italian 


Italian hatred of the German af it{ diplomacy and, give to French a 


prestige which had ween tacking 
for many months and was further 
enhanced by the Polish victories due 
to French generalship. But as a 
consequence we earned the bitter 
resentment of the British and the 
Italians, particularly of the labor 
and. socialist growps. Only a few 
months ago we earned similar re- 
sentment in France, when Mr. Wii- 
son characterized French leadership ‘ 
as militaristic. 

Underlying all these separate ges- 
tures of ours is the conception that 
the mass «f people in each nation 
have something approximating a 
general agreement, that that agree- 
ment would be expressed in com- 
mon action if some wholly artificial 
opposition did not prevent it. The 
truth, of course, is quite opposite. 
The governments in France, Britain 
and Italy are today at least as good 
exponents of netional will as the 
American. What are in conflict are 
the purposes of the masses of the 
several nations. What our various 
interventions suggest in the Ssev- 
eral European nations, is that we as 
a nation have identical policies and 


purposes with one of the European , 


groups. 
But this is not true. We are 


neither French nor British, Italian 
or German in our conceptions of 
Europe. In point of fact our ex- 
perienc is so slight and our public 
men so little trained in European 
affairs that we are constantly being 
used and again and again interven- 
ing in a fashion not in the least 
expressive of the purpose of the 
people of the country, but rely 
the result of some accidental reac- 
tion in official quarters. To let 
either the French or the British be- 
lieve that we are likely to stand as 
a matter of policy with either is 
to build up a belief which our ac- 
tion is bound briefly to shatter with 
disastrous consequence. 

In sum, the greatest weakness 
of our foreign policy at the present 
hour is that it is frequently Brit- 
ish, occasionally with great empha- 
sis French, a!most invariably anti- 
Italian, anti-Rumanian, anti-Greek, 
that it has in the past done scant 
justice to Poland and encouraged 
Jugo-Slay resistange to Italy and 
Bulgarian hostility to Greece with- 
out in any case supplying any tan- 
gible support for the aspirations we 
have aroused or defended. Again 
and again European nations have 
accepted our statements of prin- 
ciples as evidences of our purpose 
to fight for the principles, only to 
find we have either abandoned the 
principles or contented ourselves 
with the mere verbal support of 
them, 

Sooner or later we shall have to 
develop an American policy or find 
ourselves involved in a quarrel with 
all of Europe. Our preSent unpopu- 
larity on the continent and in the 
British Isles, greater than ever in 
our history, is the final evidence of 
the consequences of our present lack 
of an American policy.

New York, September 11.—Unset- 
tled conditions in cotton and gen- 
eral merchandise markets have not 
yet enabled cotton manufacturers 
or merchants to see very far ahead. 
The break in yarn prices and the 
continued weakness in unfinished 
goods prices seem of larger im- 
portance now because of the gov- 
ernment promise of a fair yield of 
the staple for the coming year if 
the last reported conditions hold to 
the end of the harvest. 

The very low prices prevailing 
have led to inquiries of a substan- 
tial character. Many of these 
prices, particularly on yarns, print 
cloths and sheetings, are clearly 
under current manufacturing cost. 
It is this fact that had led to such 
a wide curtailment of production in 
the industry as fast as mill orders 
have expired. 

Jobbers are now Known to be 
carrying very light stocks of many 
standard staple cloths and will have 
to increase their hand-to-mouth 
operations in the next few weeks. 

The volume of retail trade, as a 
whole, is not believed to have fal- 
len as low on cotton as on some 
other textiles so that the prices now 
current at first hands are expect- 
ed to prove stimulating before 
many weeks.

STRONG PRESSURE 
SHOWN IN STOCKS 


Weakness of Foreign Ex- 
change and Lack of Con- 
structive Developments 
Feature Trading—Gold 
Imports Affect Foreign 
Issues. 


New York, September 11.—Stocks 
were under incessant pressure dur- 
ing today’s brief trading period on 
the further weakness of foreign 
exchange and laek of constructive 
developments. 

Oils,’ steels, equipments, invest- 
ment rails, shippings and motors 
were the center of bearish activi- 
ty, at extreme reactions of one to 
three points, with feeble recoverles 
at the close. 

Mexican and Pan-American petro- 
leums, Houston Oil, Bethlehem 
Crucible,. Vanadium. and United 
States Steel, Balwin Locomotive, 
Studebaker, Canadian and South- 
ern Pacific, Reading and American 
Interngtional corporation represent- 
ed the more reactionary issues. 

The reaction in exchange, for 
which no definite explandtion was 
forthcoming, forced the British rate 
below 3.50, the lowest quotation for 
demand bills since the early part 
of last March. 

French, Belgian, Italian and Ger- 
man remittances also broke sharply 
in the face of the most extensive 
gold import movement of the year. 
News of he day bore little relation 
to the financial markets. The com- 
mercial agencies reported improve- 
ment in some lines of business as 
a result of seasonal conditions, 
but reports from industrial centers 
were of a cautionary character. 

The clearing house statement was 
favorable, actual loans and dis- 
counts showing another substantial 
contraction, with a very moderate 
decrease of excess reserves. Net 
demand deposits increased by 
slightly over $24,000,000 more than 
offsetting last week's decrease. 

Bonds reacted with stocks, most 
domestic issues, including Liberties, 
losing ground.

Stock Market Sho ws Rail Stocks Hold Active 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 

New York, September 11.—For the 
first time since early in 1915 rail- 
road shares are more active on the 
stock exchange than industrials. 
Prior to the outbreak of the war on 
August 1, 1914, the ralls were al- 
ways the leaders in the stock mar- 
ket, that was because railway bonds 
and stocks made up over 70 per cent 
of the listed securities. But early 


in 1915 the industrials companies 
then in existence began to pile up 
war profits and new companies be- 
gan to BW formed at an unprecedent- 
ed rate. Hence, attention of inves- 
tors and speculators switched to the 
industrials. But now with the rails 
regaining their lost prestige it be- 
comes of interest to point out what 
has been going on in these secur- 
ities for the past six years. 

Early in 1914 the general feeling 
in Wall ‘street was that the stock 
exchange machinery was all ready 
for a big upward swing in prices. 
suddenly, out of a2 clear sky, 
investment rallroad stocks began to 
be dumped on the market... In time 
this selling was traced to foreigners. 
It was months before the real seller 
was found to be Germany. 

When the stocnx exchange here 
closed on July 30, 1914, through fear 
of a flood of foreign selling. Union 
Pacific was down to 11£, compared

Then there 
was selling by the individual for- 
eigners for the purpose of buying 
war bonds of their own governments 
or to pay income taxes or living 
expenses. In December of 1915 L. 
F’. Loree, president of the Delaware 
and Hudson, working with the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank and officials of 
other railroads published an official 
Statement showing that from Janu- 
ary 31 of that year foreign secur- 
ities had mounted up to $480,000,000 
par value; in September of 1916 an- 
other statement was published 
showing that this foreign selling 
had reached $1,289,000,000, 


Rolling in Money. 


But by that time our export of 
foodstuffs and war supplies had 
grown to such proportions that the 
country was rolling in money. The 
result was that the American rail- 
road securities held abroad and sald 
here were taken by our own invest- 
tors. When the second Loree state- 
ment was published Atchison was 
Selling at 107%, Great Northern at 
120, Northern Pacific at 113%. 

Then this country entered the 
war. But despite increased com- 
petition in the ‘money rates thus 
created railroad securities contin- 
ued to advance. However, from 
the day the armistice was signed, 
November 11, 1918, to May of this 
year there was a steady decline in 
the price sof railway securities. In 
peace times railroad and industrial 
companies which had been Kept out 
of the money market through war 
restrictions bid the price of money 
up higher than before the armi- 
stice was signed. This steady de- 
cline in the prices of outstanding 
railway securities was due to read- 
justment to the higher interest rate 
offered on new securities. 

What then is the present mar- 
ket position of seasoned dividend- 
paying railroad stocks?

Duan’s Review 


Reports Decline ae Matter If 


In Foodstuffs 


Although it is not generally 
known and certainly not generally 
conceded, there has been a decline 
of 13 per cent in the price of food- 
stuffs during the month of August, 
as TS shown by Dun’s report which 
is as follows: 

The movement toward commodity 
price readjustment, which has re- 
cently been a conspicuous feature 
of the commercial situation, again 
finds reflection in the fourth con- 
secutive monthly decline in Dun’'s 
Index Number of wholesale quota- 
tions. At $248.257 on September 1, 
the latest compilation is not only 
1.6 per cent below the figure of a 
month previous, and 5.7 per cent 
under the top level of $263.332 of 
May 1 last, but is little above the 
bottom point of this year, touched 
on January 1. While the probable 
extent of the current downward 
trend of pirces is a matter of un- 
certainty, it would appear that the 
process Of deflation in sOme mar- 
kets, at least, has not yet been com- 
pleted. Comparing with a year 
ago, it which time a moderate re- 
cession was witnessed, the present 
index number shows a 4 per cent 
increase, and there is a rise of 14.4 
per cent over the $217.037 of March 
1, 1919—the lowest basis reached 
since the signing of the armistice. 

That the decline in prices has be- 
come more widespread is indicated 
by the fact that, as compared with 
August 1, advances are disclosed 
by only two of the seven divisions 
into which the index number is 
separated. With a further upturn 
or 2.5 per cent, the metals class es- 
tablished another new high record 
for the year, while the breadstuffs 
group, chiefly because of the re- 
covery in prices of wheat and corn, 
increased 3.4 per cent, following 
the previous month’s sharp yield- 
ing. The higher levels attained by 
metals and breadstuffs on Septem- 
ber 1, however, were more than off- 
set by the recessions in meats, dairy 
and garden products, “other food,” 
clothing, and miscellaneous, the 
clothing total falling 5.8 per cent to 
the lowest point in many months. 
lor all foods together, the net re- 
sult of last month’s changes was a 
decline of 13 per cent, and the meat, 
dairy and garden, and “other food” 
classes are all lower than at any 
former time this year.

Block and McCabe, both “veter- 
ans” of the air service in the world 
war, are keenly interested in the 
preparations for the confederate 
encampment. They promise more 
hair-raising stunts in the air than 
the old-timers have ever seen, dur- 
ing the veterans’ stay on the neigh- 
boring tract. 

There is a fleet of eight fast 
planes at the Cox field hangar.

TOTHIRDNAPOLEON 


Lodge Says President’s 
Conception of Govern- 
ment Is That of French- 
man—One-Man Rule 
Attacked. 


Nahant, Mass., September 11.— 
Senator .Hehry Cabot Lodge today 
t he said was the ef- 
fort of President Wilson to make 
ours @ One man government. The 
president’s conception of govern- 
ment, he said, is that of the third 
Napoleon. He charged that the 
president had established “such a 
reign of terror over many represen- 
tatives and senators of his own 
party that the relative legislative 
powers of the cofistitution granted 
to congress alone were impaired 
and distorted.” ; 

Senator Lodge, who was address- 
ing an outing of the Lynn republi- 
can club here said the president’s 
autocratic administration affected 
every department of the govern- 
ment. The navy and war depart- 
ments, he said, were marked by “a 
favoritism in appointment on one 
hand, and on the other a vindictive 
spirit toward officers not liked by 
the secretares.” _ 

As instances, hé gave the removal 
of General Barnett who was com- 
mandant of marines during the 
war; refusal of President Wilson 
and Secretary Baker to permit The- 
odore Roosevelt to raise a division 
of volunteers, after congress gave 
the necessary authority; the “treat- 
ment of General Wood” and the 
fact that General Edwards, senior 
was 
declared, after leading the 26th di- 
vision in action overseas, is still the 
senior brigadier general, and _re- 
cently has been deprived of his 
command of the northeast depart- 
ment. 

* Quoted From Wilson. 
The senator quoted from a pas- 
sage from one of President Wilson’s 
books as illustrating his conception 
of government, and continued: 
“By his acts also is his concep- 
tion shown to be that of the third 


Napoleon, an autocrat elected by a 
plebiscite uncontrolled by any in- 
tervening legislative or judicial au- 
thority. It seems to me that it may 
not be amiss to illustrate this prop- 
osition. 

“It was impossible for Mr. Wilson 
to secure a league of nations with- 
out assent of the senate, but he en- 
deavored to evade and practically 
nullify the rightful power of the 
senate by attaching to the treaty 
of peace with Germany, which ev- 
erybody desired, the covenant of 
the league of nations, which ought 
to have been separately considered 
because it bound the country for 
an indefinite future and required 
the utmost care onthe part of all 
concerned in its formation and rat- 
ification. His plan was simple. He 
aimed to compel the senate to rati- 
fy the covenant of the league of 
nations by forcing upon them the 
alternative of holding up the treaty 
of peace with Germany which all 
men desired to have disposed of at 
once. Colonel House has recently 
stated publicly that if we had fol- 
lowed the course advocated in the 
senate before the negotiations be- 
gan and made the treaty of peace 
with Germany at once immediately 
after the armistice, it would have 
been complete and ready for rati- 
fication by Christmas. 


Treaty Was Delayed. 


“By attaching the league of na 
tions to It, the treaty was delayed 
in Paris until June \28, and™did not 
reach the senate until the 10th of 
July, 1919. The covenant of the 
league of nations proved on exam)- 
nation so dangerous and so unpal- 
atable to the American people ther” 
the treaty of peace with Germany 
failed of ratification although a 
mawrity of the senate tried to rat- 
ify it with reservations and has not 
yet been accepted. 

“Mr. Wilson has also adopted the 
autocratic -method in another § di- 
rection. He has carried on his re- 
lations with foreign nations and his 
negotiations largely through per- 
sonal agents, through men who did 
not hold an office in which they 
had been confirmed by the senate, 
which woukd make them officials 
of the United States but persons se- 
lected by the president and respon- 
sible to him alone.’”’ Senator Lodge 
mentioned in this connection, Bay- 
ard Hale and Colonel House. “This 
abuse of the undefined power to 
employ a personal agent is a direct 
method of the autocrat and not of 
the constitutional magistrate”, he 
added.

Chick Evans Crowned & 
King of Amateur Golfers; 
Easily Defeats F. Ouimet

Charles Evans, Jr., of Chicago, a 
member of the Edgewater Golf club, 
today attained the honor of being 
the world’s best amateur golfer by 
defeating Francis Quimet, of Bos- 
ton, in the final round of the United 
States championship tournament, 7 
and 6. 

His position as world’s champion, 
while unofficial, is like that of Wil- 
liam Tilden, of Philadelphia, as the 
best there is in tennis. Each played 
in a tournament in which the pre- 
mier players of the world were en- 
tered, and each was Victorious. 

In the golf tournament just end- 
ed the champion of France, a 
Scotchman and the titleholders of 
Canada and England competed, but 
two former American champions 
lasted to the final round. 

Evans’ Second Time, 


Evans has now joined the select 
few who have held the United 
States amateur title for more than 
one year. Not since 1913, when Je- 
rome D. Travers won the second 
year in succession, has a champion 
come back. Evans was both ama- 
teur and open United States cham- 
pion in 1916. 

His victory in thirty holes was e 
surprise today ‘to those who recalled 
his match with Ouimet at Oakmont, 
where Ouimet won by a long putt at 
the home gre&n. Ouimet’s putting 
today was a great factor in his de- 
feat, but, being two down at the 
i8th hole, he must have indeed 
played super golf even to hold down 
the advantage of his rival, let alone 
overcome it. 

When Evans went out in 34, two 
under par, even the most enthusi- 
astic admirers of Ouimet saw that 
his task was hopeless. Evans was 
Seven up at the turn in the after- 
noon and then there was no doubt 
of the result. 

Chick Likes Sun. 

The warmth of a bright sunny 
afternoon, with a large gallery and 
the course dry seemed much to the 
liking of the Chicago star. It was 


| Similar weather when he put former 


Champion W. C. Fownes, Jr., and 
Edward P. Ais, of Milwaukee, out 
of the running, after each had giv- 
en him a close contest on heavy 
gSround in the morning.

Evans put his tee shots nearer 
the cup on three of the five short 
holes; Ouimet on two. 

Evans had the better approach on 
13 of the long holes and Ouimet on 
12. The figures in this respect do 
not do Evans justice, for the ap- 
proaches that were to his advan- 
tage usually left him dead to the 
pin or two easy putts. Ouimet put 
his ball in traps or bunkers eight 
times and Evans only twice. 

The play at the longest and the 
shortest holes of the course are a 
good guide to the manner in which 
ixvans won.

At center, “Kate” Caton, bigger 
and stronger than ever, will more 
than likely be “among those pres- 
ent’ when the names of the players 
taking part in the first game of 
1920 are scrutinized by football- 
hungry fans. Injuries handicapped 
this really great football player to 
a great extent last year, Keeping 
him out of nearly all the games.

“Politics, like charity, begins at 


National Federation of Women’s

“As club women,” says Mrs. Win- 
ter, “there is one great thing for 
us to realize.

It makes the reason for our 
being seem greater than ever. 

“Let us concentrate our efforts on 
the major matters. The vote may 
become the very sword of the spirit 
if we so use it.

American citizenship is ours. We 
must know its meaning. We must 
familiarize ourselves with the great 
machinery of government, federal, 
state and local. 

A New Duty. 

“We must not hesitate to look at 
the ugly ways in which that ma- 
chinery is sometimes used for selfish 
and un-American purposes. But be- 
yond our study must lie our sense 
of duty in using the new power. 

“I think we are in danger of 
thinking of political affairs as 
though they meant chiefly great na- 
tional issues. But politics, like 
charity, begins at home. Through 
our own investigation, we ought to 
know our ward or our county or 
our township. t is here near us 
that the wheels are set to turning— 
here that petty officials and office- 
holders begin to create those condi- 
tions that result in national well or 
ill being.

HISTORIC TRAILS 


Horse Path. 
One of the first horse paths blaz- 


ed in Georgia was the one leading 
out from Cussetun and Ochee creeks 
in the western part of what is now 
Muscogee county. History does not 
tell just when this old path came 
into existence, but there is a rec- 
ord of its extension from “Ocmul- 
zee Old Fields” on the Ocmulgee 
river to Fort Hawkins on the Rock 
Landing and Fort Wilkerson in 
Baldwin county. 

When Colonel Benjamin Hawkins 
first came to Georgia he found this 
foot path in almogst continuous use 
by the Indians journeying from dif- 
ferent Indian towns on the Flint 
river to their Law Ground in what 
is now Baldwin county. The Creek 
agency was established on this path 
also Fort Hawkins. The location of 
this trail on a map of “Indian land 


cessions in Georgia” shows that it 
was a direct peth “straight. with 
the flying of the crow” crossing 
Muscogee, Talbot, over Horse creek, 
passing t gh the southwest cor- 
ner of Ta ron to the old Creek 
agency in Crawferd county, through 
Bibb via Fort Hawkins through the 
southern part of Jones county and 
ending in Baldwin county. The old 
Macon and Columbus or old Wire 
road was later built over a part 
of the Horse path by the friendly 
Indians. 
. Kennard Trail. 

When Jack Kennard, a half-blood 
Indian chief, had a dream of pro- 
gression he put his vision 
into a trading path. It was a well- 
beaten trail for it soon became a 
thoroughfare trodden into well-worn 
lines by the tawney savages. 
path led out from the Kennard set- 
tlement over Indian lands. for at’ 
that time there were no Baker nor} 
Dougherty counties. This settle- 
Ment was in Early .county first, 
next in Baler and if it had existed 
long enough would now  0be in 
Dougherty near where Albany is 
Situated. 

The Kennard path gunning north- 


west to Uchee Town in what is now | Saas 


Muscogee county, passed out from 
the settlement along the banks of 
Kinchafoonee creek, threading its 
way through Lee, Sumter, ebster, 
Stewart and Chattahoocheé counties 
and ended at Uchee Town or pos- 
sibly at Fort Mitchell. The south- 
ern part of the trail passed east- 
ward, crossing a corner of Mitchell, 
the lower part of Worth and Tift, 
through the northern part of Ber- 
rien, southern corner of Coffee 
through central part of Ware, trail- 
ing along the northern border of the 
Okefenokee Swamp passing directly 
through Traders Hill and ending at 
St. Marys, in Camden county.

Libby’s New Plan for Estimating 
a Salesman’s Value. 


Does the prevailing practice of 
judging a salesman’s worth by his 
ability to increase his sales leave 
something to be desired? Libby, 
Mc-Neth & Libby, the Chicago 
packers, believe it does and are try- 
ing-out a plan which will put their 
sales force on its mettle. 

The new Libby plan ig based on 
the discovery that quite often-the 
salesman who showed only a small 
increase were more valuable to ihe 
house than those who doubled their 
business. For example, a salesinan 
working Wilmington, Del., wouid 
show an increase in spite of nim- 
self. The war boom forced it on 
him. Was this salesman a better 
salesman than the chap working 
southegn Iowa, who showed a com- 
parativ® small gain in volume, but 
who was closing a much more prof- 
ng kind of business? 

oO 
who does the best work; regardless 
of his increase in volume, also re- 
ceives the greatest reward, Libby, 
McNeill & Libby, have devised a 
plan whereby certain tasks are rep- 
resented by points. Instead of pay- 
ing a commission or salary based 
on a salesman’s gross sales, his 
record is credited with points; and 
he is paid on the basis of points 
earned. Thus a salesman who 
makes a particularly § profitable 
sale, gets more points than a sales- 
man who closes an equally big or- 
der on which the profit is less. 

As yet this new Libby plan is too 
new to attempt to say whether 
it will prove successful or not. But 
it is interesting to note the grow- 
ing tendency on the part of large 
concerns to combat the slowing- 
up effect which present business 
conditions ssems to have on the 
sales force. Easy orders have put 
the less determinedgsalesmen back 
several years in the~race, and you, 
yourself, can possibly name a dozen 
salesmen in your own circle of ac- 
quaintances who have fallen into a 
rut. 

The stronger salesmen are keep- 
ing in shape by wim Sewrga, A to let a 
sales increase interfere ith their 
business building activities what- 
ever. One salesman employed by 
a South Bend watch company is 
keeping a careful record of his 
sales, together with his expenses, 
and figures his quota on a daily 
basis—and he gets it each day a 
surprisingly number of times. Oth- 
er salesmen are equally alert. We 
all ought to realize that we are 
no different from any one else, 
and that it is human nature to re- 
lax our efforts as selling resist- 
ance falls off. 

One very good plan to keep from 
going stale during a periodof busi- 
ness prosperity is to forget about 
the increase you are showing, and 
focus your attention on the busi- 
ness you could get, but are not 
getting. Take your territory apart 
by sections and analyze it care- 
fully. How many possible buyers 
are there? What percentage are you 
covering? What, is the consum- 
ing capacity of the territory? What 
percentage are you supplying? A 
salesman who has not made such 
a territory analysis is working it 

lind, 

No real salesman, worthy of the 
name, allows a mere increase in 
business, to warp his perspective 
of the situation as a whole. He 
keeps his eye on the bigger strate- 
gy of ultimate success. It is the 
less experienced, stem-winding type 
that make this mistake of paying 
too much attention to the busi- 
ness they could get, but are not 
getting. How many salesmen do 
you recall who are today only 
half successes because they do not 
appreciate this vital point of sales- 


manship?

Recent Increases Justified 
in View of Basic Condi- 
tion of the Industry, Is 
Opinion of Large Dealers

The steady upward trend of the 
glassware and kindred markets in 
the face of slumpy conditions along 
other lines during the past two 
months has been somewhat of a 
puzzle to many dealers. over the 
country. An increase of 30 per cént 
in glass goods in the past. sixty 
days certainly does look staggering 
to the dealer who has been watch- 
ing substantial declines from time 
to time.in other lines. “The lack 
of any sympathetic influence be- 
twcen certain of our great indus- 
trics has received little attention 
during the period of rapid develop- 
ment through which the country has 


passed in the last few years, but 
close observation of the basic con- 
ditions surrounding widely differ- 
ing industries will leave no room 
for doubt that there is a sound and 
legitimate reason for increases in 
some lines while other lines may 
be decreasing,’’\is the statement of 
William L. Percy, president of’Dodds, 
Wey & Co., “Glassware has 
been steadily increasing for the pas* 
sixty days,” adds Mr. Percy, “and 
the factors that have figured most 
largely in the increases have been 
wages, freight rates and fuel. Wage 
advances did not come as rapidly in 
our lines as in others, but in high- 
ly specialized industries where the 
operatives almost as a whole are 
experts the raises ‘come high’ 
when they do come and there has 
been a decided increase in the past 
few months. Freight rates affect 
our lines to a greater degree. than 
others and the matter of packins 
supplies figures seriously in this 
featuie also. The jump in the cost 
of fvel is another big influence, and 
taking these items as a whole we 
have simply been compelled ty ac- 
cept them as they were passed to 
us from the factories and make the 
best of them we could. We do not 
believe, however, that these in- 
creases have meant any more profit 
to the manufacturer, and we ¢er- 
tainiv know that such nas not been 
the case with ourselves. Tne public 
must pay more for the goods, al- 
though the manufacturer, whole- 
Saler and dealer are keeping their

margins of profit down to as close 
a figure as previously.” 

Thomas M. Turner, vice president 
and manager of the Hotel Equip- 
ment company, adds to Mr. Percy's 
Statement the opinion that in cer- 
tain lines, more especially the enam- 
el wares, raw materials have had 
tucir effect on the market as wel! 
as wages, freight rates anl fuel. 
“Raw material conditions in steels 
and acids have forced prices. up,” 
says Mr. Turner, ‘“‘and the manu- 
facturers have for some time been 
faced with the choice of slower de- 
liveries or higher prices. Based on 
their raw material contract prices 
they found it would be necessary 
either to curtail production to equal 
available supplies on contract deliv- 
eries or increase prices. to an extent 
which would permit purchases in the 
open market of an adequate supvly 
of raw materials to meet the r=- 
quirements of the trade. . Already 
cover four months behind on deliv- 
eries, and each month getting still 
further behind, they chose tha 
course of paying the spot market 
prices and securing the neceassarv 
azpplies of raw materials, although 
this meant heavy increases all along 
the line.”’ 

“Increases in wages, freight rates 
and in the price of raw materials 
coupled with the fast changing con- 
ditions in our standards of living 
are responsible for the upwar.] 
trend of our goods,” say E. 
Reams, general manager ‘of the 
Wright company. “When one con- 
Siders the great number of people 
who have sold their home3 te move 
into apartments and the equally 
great number who have exchanged 
apartment life for hotel residence, 
a clearer view of the enormous de- 
mand for hotel supplies can be se- 
cured. This tendency is on the in- 
crease and that simply means that 
the demand is far in advance of the 
supply, with little prospect of ‘any 
change for probably two years 
ahead. Hotels and restaurants are 
doing more business every day. 
One authority states that the Unit- 
ed States as a whole is short some- 
thing like 100,000 rooms at the pres- 
ent time, and the building that is 
xolng on is not sufficient to tatch 
up with the shortage for many 
months to come. In fact every 
building that is constructed these 
cays means a greater demand for 
glass, whether for residence, busi- 
ness or factory use, and everyone 
cin see the much greater use of 
glass in all buildings than wae for- 
merly the case.” 

These views were heartily con- 
curred in by E. N. Georgiades, pres- 
ident of the Hotel and Restaurant

FOREIGN TRADE WILL 
BRING READIUSTMENT 


Expansion of American Cot- 
ton Industry Seen in 
Near Future. 


Just at this time, when so many 
merchants are watching the cot- 
ton market for breaks and rises and 
trying to gauge their buying of 
the finished product by these con- 
stant fluctuations, they might go 
further and’ come nearer the cor- 
rect basis by taking a broader sur- 
vey of the general conditions, at 
least this is the view of R. K. Ram- 
bo, of John Silvey & Co. 

“The final adjustment of our 
present, troubled conditions,” said 
Mr. Rambo. “I firmly believe will 
be found in the foreign market, and 
my opinion is best expressed in the 
recent issue of the survey of ex- 
port conditions issued by the Na- 
tional Foreign Trade council and 
covered by Arthur Marsh, editor of 
The Economic World, in which he 
says: ‘The present era of pros- 
perity in the\south is due to the 
world-wide demand for cotton and 
cotton goods. As stated by Mr. J. 
S. Wanamaker, president of 
American Cotton 
supply of cotton goods has been 
steadily wearing out for five years, 
and now the world must be recloth- 
ed, just as it must be fed, from its 
famished condition. If the world’s 
economic lifes is to be kept on a 
sound basis there must be a steady 
increase in the cotton output. The 
growing cotton crop will be the 
shortest in the last decade. Before 
cotton can be secured from the 1920 
crop we will face an absolute ex- 
haustion of paw cotton. A small 
crop in 1920° will mean idle spin- 
dles and a great loss to manufac- 
turing. 

“It has been estimated that of 
the world’s population of 1,600,000,- 
000 people, about 800,000,000 are 
only partially clothed and 250,000,- 
000 wear practically no. clothes. 
About nine-tenths of the raw ma- 
terial used for clothing is cotton, 
and the use is increasing. China 
and Japan have doubled their con- 
suming capacity in the last seven 
years. The world will require 77,- 
000,000 new spindles in the next 
decade, and this means approxi- 
mately a 34 per cent greater pro- 
duction by the machine shops of 
the world than they were able to 
turn out in the decade from 1900 to 
1910—the .most prosperous era of 
cotton.manufacturing shown.’ 

“This is a broad view of the situa- 
tion by a man who is capable of 
giving the matter a broad _ view. 
And Mr. Marsh knows that when 
the time comes america will live | 
up to its possibilities. Instead of 
the inclination toward hesitancy 
and watchful waiting which pre- 


+ vails at present in many quarters, 


it will be but a short time until the 
whole cotton industry will be 
speeding ahead at the regular 
American pace—working on its tip- 
toes and reaching for more. That 
undoubtedly is the final outcome, 
though it may take some little time 
yet to get the kinks all straight- 
ened out,”

Paris, September 11.—With a 
unity of purpose that always char- 
acterizes the decision of the Pa- 
risian populace to enter into any 
new sport or business Paris has set 
herself to the gigantic task of rid- 
ding herself of 8,000,000 rats. It is 
a serious proposition, although the 
Parisians—and this includes the 
press—are making a tremendous 
jest of the whole business. i 

The war began when two or three 
cases of bubonic plague were re- 
ported and the government took a 
census of the rodent population. 
Immediately there issued forth pub- 
lic bulletins and offers of county 
on rat heads. Th press stimulated 
interest by “playing up” the war 
and red-hot communiques from the 
Seine front began to get front page 
display. A bonus of 25 centimes 
Oa every carcass brought an tm- 
mediate response and every rat 
trap disappeared from shop sheives 
to become actively — in the 
work.

“Spanish Love” is either the 
preatest play in toWn or the worst 
show in years, according to the 
viewpoint of the spectator.

Lifelong friends and mem- 
bers of the sam€ family who take 
opposite viewpoints argue to the 
extent of accusing each other of 
stupidity or worse.

Worn by Movie Stars? 


What becomes of all the beauti- 
ful clothes that the beautiful movie 
Stars garb themselves in for al] of 
the® photoplays? 

Kach year there is spent a large 
fortune for wardrobe alone in the 
picture business. It would be folly 
even to estimate the amount, be- 
cause to do so would mean taking 
the press agent's word in most 
cases and—well, you know press 
agents! 

However, the fact remains that 
innumerable costly gowns are worn 
by stars for one production only, 
all of which leads us t6 wonder 
where the beautiful clothes go when 
Miss Star fades out of the picture 
in the final clinch. 

There are several answers. First, 
feminine audiences do not like to 
see a star appear in two different 
productions wearing the same cos- 
tume. It makes it seem as if she 
had only one dress to her name. 
And men tin the audience like to 
see a beautiful star, 60 per cent 
of which is accomplished by clothes. 
But the principal reason that elab- 
Orate gowns, regardless of cost. are 
seen only once on the screen is 
ee photoplayers are supersti- 
tious. 

It is believed by picture actors 
and actresses that if they wWear 
cast-Off wardrobe some g.®#at harm 
will come to tham during the mak- 
ing of a production. Although often 
aw high as $20,000 are spent in 
wardrobe on a single photoplay, yet 
seldom is one of those costumes 
worn again in another picture. The 
most lavish wardrobe purchasers for 


the sereen are Cecil B. DeMille, D. 
W. Griffith and Allan Dwan. For in 


“The Heart of a Foo!,” a Dwan 
production, $20,008 was expended in 
clothes for the feminine players 
alone. ° 

But these garments are not 
thrown away or wholly wasted by 
any means—not at tne prevailing 
cost of dress goods! When a photo- 
Play is finished. the costumes aré 
turned into the wardrobe depart- 
ment of the studio, where, under 
the direction of a  high-salaried 
modiste, they are recut into gar- 
ments suitable for other produc- 
tions. This lift# the curse of the 
superstition from them and results 
in a maximum of efficiency and a 
minimum of waste. But even by 
this method there often is bound 
to be great loss.

ART THEATERETTE. 
FOR LONDON TOTS 


Young Bernhardts and Pav- 
lowas Being Developed for 
Footlight Appearance. 


, 

London, September 11.—(Special.) 
In a dingy back street in the 
Bloomsbury district of London a 
wonderful work is being carried 
on. Children from aii the mean 
streets around gather in a little 
hall and find there the elements 
of poetry, which are so lacking in 
their daily lives. They learn 
something of the meaning of self- 
expression through art, music, 
drama, dancing. Out of it all it 
is hoped there will grow one day 
a children’s theater. 

Like most really creative enter- 
prises, this had the smallest pos- 
sible beginnings. It owes nothing 
to patronage or subsidies, It is 
growing up simply through the en- 
thusiasm and devotion of two ar- 
tists who believe that, as through 
art they have freely received, 80 
ther should freely give. 

Miss Elsa Lanchester. who ini- 
tiated the work last October, Is still 
very young. but she began her 
study of the advanced forms of 
dancing at the age é6f 10. She work- 
ed first with Raymond Duncan, 
when he came over to Lenden on 
a mission to set on foot in the 
poor districts an interest in Greek 
dancing and some of the construc- 
tive arts. Later she studied under 
Isadora Duncan in Paris and Mar- 
garet Morris in London, while she 
has also studied Indian dancing 
with Alf Kahn. and is familiar with 
Daleroze’s Eurythmics Her meth- 
old, she told me, is éclectic. bitt 
in taching dancing she _ bases it 
mainly on Raymond Duneans 
Greek rhythmic exercises. 

A Burne-Jones Picture. 

Miss Lanchester looks exactly as 
if she had stepped out of a Lurne- 
Jones picture. Her glorious copper- 
colored hair stands out in a thick 
frame around her face, below a 
mediaeval headdress. She wears on 
most occasions a dull green man- 
tie flowing over a white silk gar- 
ment, hand-woven by herself. Such 
a striking costume might excite 
undue attention in New York. Never 
in Bloomsbury. 

Co-operating with Miss Lanches- 
ter is Harold Scott, who takes 
charge of the dramatic side of the 
work. Mr. Seott, together with 
Hermon Ould, organized the Cur- 
tain group, and the People’s Thea- 
ter society. He expects to act this 
autumn in the new Everyman's the- 
ater, which is being opened at 
Hampstead. 

On the evening when I arrived at 
the hall. classes were in full swing. 
At one end of the hall a group of 
little girls of ages from about 6 to 
14 were singing Russian folk songs 
without an accomseniment, under 
Miss Lanchester’« *‘rection. 

At the other end, Mr. Scott was 
conducting a rehearsal of a play— 
a dramatization he has made him- 
self of Hans Anderson's story of 
“The Nightingale.” The setting, he 
explained to me, would be of the 
simplest kind, the conventional 
method with screens. Becky, a lit- 
tle Jewish girl,. with an enormous 
mop of black curly hair, was en- 
acting the part of Death, and show- 
ed marked dramatic instinct. 
Twelve years old that day, she told 
me. The majority of the children 
were quiet free from self-conscious- 
ness, taking it all with immense 
seriousness. é 

Many Methods. 


But most of all I was impressed 
with the dancing, and that I shouid 
judge to be the easiest and most 
natural method of expression for 
young children. Even those who 
were stiff and embarrassed in act* 
ing were perfectly graceful here. 
After all, the same grace charac- 
terizes the gambols of all young 
animals. One little girl danced a 
nocturne, another a hunting song. 
Different methods appeal te them. 
One tiny child danced instinctively 
on the extreme tips of her toes, 
in the style which always impresses 
my philistine eyes as painful, even 
when practiced by so great an ar- 
tist as Mme. Paviowa. In dancing, 
as in all the rest of the work, the 
children are given a minimum ‘of

How are the stories selected? 

That is a question frequently asked 
by amateur writers. The scripts that 
arrive by the thousands are opened, 
sorted and distributed by Mr. Heath 
among his staff of readers. The read- 
ers search the stories carefully for 
sometimes obscure ideas, make a de- 
tailed report to Mr. Heath and indi- 
cate whether or not the story has pos- 
sibilities. If the reader feels that the 
story has possibilities the Editorial 
Board considers it from all angles. 
Sometimes it is sent, back to the writ- 
er for revision; more frequently it is 
“revamped” by a staff writer, but if it

Films Made for Women, 

One thing weighs heavily in favor 
of the women. Films are made for 
women; they. compose the large ma- 
jority of the fans and it is proverbial 
among producers that you must first 
please their sex in the making of pic- 
tures. This being so, it follows that 
a member of the sex is best able to 
gauge their wants in the form of sto- 
ries and plays. In staging scenes of 
romance, for example, who knows as 
well as a woman what will rihg true 
for her sisters in the theater? 

So if the picture play is purely a 
selling proposition, the argument is on 
the side of the women. As for the 


technical considerations, it is true that 

directing is largely a matter of lead- 

ership. On that score some women 

have never had the slightest trouble. 

Here again the tact of woman comes 

to her aid and she may get results 

from her players that male directors 

get from severer methods.

Cowboy Actor Risks Life in 
Death-Defying Movie : 
Stunts. 


Three of the most remarkable 
death-defying stunts ever tried be- 
fore the camera wé@ll be done by 
Tom Mix, the screen’s* varedevil, 
in his latest big screen production, 
“The Terror,” which is coming te 
the Straria theater for one solid 
week, beginning Monday. Because 
he was’ required to risk his life in 
the performance of the stunts Mix 
determined to get himself into first- 
class physical condition by train- 
ing every day form two weeks pre- 
vious to the beginning of work on 
the picture. 

In his first stunt Mix falls down 
upon a Wagon pole between two 
rear horses of a four+horse coach 
during a runaway scene. He was 
forced to hang beneath the pole— 
his body just a few inches above 
the roadway—as the horses dashed 
madly on. Mix hung so low that a 
camera following him in an auto- 
mobile at break-neck speed could 
photograph him below the bellies 
of the horses.

cult. 

The final big stunt of the pic- 
ture takes place in the Odeon 
dance hall, and before it had been 
accomplished “on location” five 
“extras” were injured and furni- 
ture and other property to the ex- 
tent of $32, 000 was damaged. The 
set in which the scene was made 
was 258 feet in length and ninety 
feet in width.

Making Motion Pictures 


BY CECIL B. DE MILLE, 

Los Angeles, August 28.—To the 
layman, making motion pictures 
seems to be a matter of long peri- 
ods of indolence followed by brief 
moments of activity. Non-profes- 


sional observers see many people 
apparently doing nothing—either as 
a scene is actually being filmed or 
between scenes—and the observer 
wonders accordingly. 

To say that many people are 
needed in the making of the sim- 
plest kind of photoplay is to tell 
the world what. all the world 
knows. So much has been written 
and said regarding the number of 
people employed that no further 
comment is needed.’ 

But just what do all of these peo- 
ple do? That is a question which 
almost every unitiated observer 
asks. 

For the actual filming of a scene 
there are needed the director and 
his assitant or assistants, the ac- 
tors, the cameramen and their as- 
sistants, the property man and his 
corps of heipers, the electricians, 
the manuscript girl, and, perhaps, 
a nondescript worker or two. 

This number is imperative to the 
proper filming of the scene. Add to 
this the people who are less direct- 
ly connected with the actual pro- 
duction work, but who may have 
many reasons for witnessing the 
scene, and you secure a formidable 
total. This second group might in- 
clude tlre architect who designed 
the set, the artist who decorated it, 
the scenarist who wrote the scene 
or the publicity writer who is pre- 
paring the advance information on 
the picture, 

Of this last group, many would 
of necessity be merely observers. 
They would have and do have no 
part in the actual work of filming 
the scene. Their.presence accounts 
for a portion of the group who seem 
to be doing nothing. towards for- 
warding production work. 

Delays Unavoidable. 


Delays are unavoidable-in the 
making of pictures. No one is more 
anxious to avoid those same delays 
than the producer. He _ realizes 
what the public does not: That the 
huge overhead expense of his studi» 
operation runs on, whether the em- 
ployees and equipment are actually 


busy or not. Hence it is up to him, 


to see that every individual em- 
ployed contributes his share to- 
wards making the way of produc- 
tion work smooth. 

Yet the best-laid plans will go 
astray. Motion picture production is 
too much of a creative art to be run 
entirely on a manufacturing sched- 
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ule. It is impossible to forsee all of 
the détails -which arise. Each 
scene is a separate problem in itself 
which must be solved as it arises. 

As a result it becomes necessary 
to halt the work at intervals in or- 
der to work out the exact problem 
in question. It may be a matter of 
lighting, of the action of the scene 
or of the camera work. No two 
problems are precisely alike. 

If the delay is caused by a light- 
ing problem, the director, the cam- 
eraman and the electricians go into 
executive session until the matter 
is threshed out. Meanwhile the ac- 
tors, the assistants and the rest 
of the workers are of necessity do- 
ing nothing. 

If the trouble fis caused by faulty 
action in the scene, the director and 
the actor will labor with the prob- 
lem until a solution is found. This 
gives the remaining workers an en- 
forced vacation for the minutes or 
hours needed. 

And so it goes through every de- 
partment of production work. Each 
man is a specialist. His services 
may not be required for minutes 
or hours. Put when he is needed, he 
must be right there on the job. 


5,000 Persons for One Picture. 


I have filmed scenes which re- 
quired hours oftrehearsing. During 
the greater part of the time reguir- 
ed, the photographers and the elece 
tricians had nothing to do. And to 
the csua!? observer, these _ peopte 
seemed to be just so many unneces- 
Sary additions to the group. Where 
a number of people are used, includ- 


ing a greater or lesser number of] 


extra people, the impression of idJe- 
ness becomes additionally strong. 1 
have used as many as 5,000 people 
at one time in a picture. Obviously 
all of these people cannot be kept 
busy all of the time. And the re- 
sult is just one more example of 
what appears to be slipshod busi- 
ness methods in the matter of keep- 
ing people occupied, 

The examples of necessary or at 
least unavoidable delays might be 
iisted by the score. <A dress is 
wrong, a “prop” is missing or a 
camera accident occurs. Any one of 
these minor matters may keep a 
score of people waiting for minutes 
Or hours. Where the work is being 
done away from the studio the dan- 
ger of delays of this sort is multi- 
plied many times. 

Making photodramas is an art 
which will never lend itself to cut 
and dried machine methods. We al! 
strive to minimize delays, but we 
cannot avoid them. Producing a 
screen play is a matter of infinite 
detail and care. Work of this sort 
requires time, even at the cost of 
Increasing the overhead exvense.

His Suffering Wife to Die. 
The Other Sacrificed His Own Body to Help 


His Suffering Wife to Live.

N the face of the law it is perhaps astonishing that 
any such question could be asked. 

The man who kills or who helps kill is supposed 
to be beyond the pale. The law wisely decides that if 
there is to be a rule—and medical science backs up the 
sentiment of the law—no person must be permitted to 
take the life of another, even upon appeal of that other. 
Law and science have many good reasons for the firm 
precaution. 

Yet the question has reverberated from one end of 
the country to the other: Was Frank C. Roberts wrong 
when, at his wife’s plea, made in a state of incurable 
agony,:he mixed Paris green and left it within 
her reach? 

Was there not far greater mark of love in the con- 
duct of Dr. Orlando Scott, who cut flesh from his own 
body that his wife might avoid the death hazard of 
an amputation? 

Both men took a great risk. One suffered torture 
of the mind. The other tore off skin from his own body. 
One has been sentenced to imprisonment for life. The 
other lives as a hero with a restored wife. At the mo- 
ment of sacrifice both knew the chances they were tak- 
tng. ' In both cases a wife was the consideration. 

There you have the question. 

Mrs. Roberts was the victim of multjple sclerosis. 
She had once attempted suicide. Medical skill pro- 
longed her life. She could never recover. She was in 

great agony. She reasoned and pleaded with her hus- 
~band. There was no debate about. her dying and 
her plea was that she had the right to hasten the end. 
Roberts was not to kill her. He was to put the means 
of dying within her reach. He watched her agony and 


heard her plea. At last in a moment of supreme men- 


tal torture he mixed the Paris green and water. 

The comment of the world is that Roberts may have 
had great love but that his act was wrong. The courts 
refused to say “Suicide,” even admitting that Mrs. Rob 
erts took the poison with her own hand. It was murder, 
the courts said, and Roberts was held to be accessory 
before the fact. The attitude of science is reflected in 
the comment of the distinguished alienist, Dr. Menas 
S. Gregory: 

“Of course there can be no justification for assisting 
another person to self-destruction. It would. be against 
public interest. Endless murders could easily be com- 


mitted under such a cloak. The first consideration of 
every physician is to prolong life as much as possible. 
I cannot imagine any exceptions to this rule. But if a 
ease which seemed to be an exception should arise it 
should be brought to the attention of the State. The 
State only could decide. No individual has the right, 
under even the most extreme circumstances, of deciding 
so important a matter.” 

-Dr. Royal S. Copeland, of New York, expresses his 
sympathy with the kind-heartedness of Roberts, but he 
insists that “it is absolutely wrong to assist another in 
self-destruction.” Dr. Copeland declares that all ex- 
perience shows that there is “always the hope” that a 
sufferer’s life may be saved, that the very fact of suffer- 
ing makes the victim an unsafe judge of necessity, and 
that no individual should permit the plea of the dis- 
tracted, even when it is supplemented by his own con- 
viction, to influence him to do a thing that society must 
always regard asacrime. “Under any circumstances,” 
says Dr. Copeland, “I think it the duty of every physi- 
cian and every individual to do everything humanly 
possible to prolong life. ._ I don’t see how the law can 
take any other view of it. From every standpoint it is 
not only legally, but morally wrong to assist in the 
taking of life.” 

Whenever such a case has occurred—and there have 
been others—the general judgment has been that the 
decision which Roberts made should be made, if made 
at all, by a committee of physicians. But every effort 
to modify the law so as specifically to permit such a 
decision has been frustrated. The point has always 
been raised that even then the chances of error or evil 
would be too great. 

How different in popular view is the case of Dr. 
Scott. Asa result of an automobile accident Mrs. Scott 
was in danger of losing a leg, if not her life. The leg 
had been broken in five places and frightfully torn. Dr. 
Scott had been in the automobile at the time of the acci- 
dent, yet he, on his wife’s appeal, performed the first 
operation. Then gangrene set in. A heroic second op- 
eration became necessary within a few days. Skin 
grafting was imperative if the leg was to be saved—and 
amputation might have the worst consequences. 

Dr. Scott then went through an ordeal that had its 
phase of spectacular heroism. Without anaesthetics he 
cut fragment after fragment of skin from his own thigh 
and placed these fragments one by one within the area 
on the leg of his wife left without skin by the knife that 
HW removed the gangrened surface. It was a danger- 
ous and thrilling effort. It succeeded. He was ex-

hausted when it was over, but he had handled liquid fire 
cases at the French front and he knew his game. Mrs. 
Scott recovered. Their mutual happiness in the tri- 
umph of his skill and his sacrifice need scarcely be 
recorded. 

If both husbands deeply loved their wives—and Mr. 
Roberts’s profound attachment to his wife is admitted— 
their acts have certainly resulted in violently opposite 
consequences. Roberts could not hope for approval. 
Dr. Scott was sure of it. Yet it is pointed out by those 
who defend, if they do not wholly excuse, Roberts that 
he would have known the ignominy that was coming. 
If he knew that prison or even execution awaited him, 
how terrible must have been the strain of his decision! 


It is urged in his behalf that he did not himself kill, * 


that at most he yielded under a terrific pressure to @ 
plea for the right of one in hopeless agony to bring 
that agony to an end. Neither his affection nor his 
motive, in themselves, were questioned. The penalty he 
pays is for his act and not for his feeling—an ac: pre- 
senting the gravest danger to society. 

The gquestion, then, of the greater love is thus 
strangely mixed with the question of conduct. Roberts’s 
choice of ignominy where Dr. Scott found glory, may 
not prove his greater love, but it gives his love a glamor 
of the pitiful that evidently has created wide sympathy. 
His sympathy has won sympathy, but it cannot win 
approval of his deed. A score of considerations rise up 
in proof that he was wrong. His love took the mistaken 
course. And he goes to prison.

HAT would you do it you were attacked on 
a dark street corner by a thug? 

{f you are muscularly strong, you will rely on 
the power of your fists against his. If you are 
weak you always have your legs: but running 
is a poor substitute for power! If, however, you 
are a student of “Judo,” that cult of mental! and 
muscular training so popular in Japan, you will 
use the subtle Oriental method of causing.your 
adversary to break himself on the power of his 
own physique. You will be armed with superior 
quickness of mind and body, and with the 
knowledge of vital points in his anatomy, that 
can be reached by light swift blows—blows that 
may render him helpless into your hands. 

This is the first of a series of Lessons in Judo, 


+ 


illustrated by pictures of the “throws” that are 
being taught daily by instructors at the Nippon 
Athletic Club. By following the directions care- 
fully you can practise this system of self-de- 
fense in your own room. In this lesson various 
tricks are shown by which any woman can 
defend herself against the superior power of an 
assailant. 

Do not confuse “Judo” with “Jiu-Jitsu.” The 
ancient “Jiu-Jitsu,” in its poany varieties, is a 
distinctly physical and competitive training. 
“Judo” is more than that. It is a philosophy. It 
includes the training of the mind and the soul 
as well as the moulding of muscular power. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Jigaro Kano, foundersof the Kodo- 
Kwan-Judo Institute in Tokio, it is “an endeavor

use of the mental and physical power of man.” 
To its system of physical culture it adds a moral 
code. No sport is a sport without the principles 
of gentlemanly conduct, the spirit of true sports- 
manship. 

Dr. Kamo was a young graduate of the Imperial 
University who had lost his health. In an en- 
deavor to regain it, he took up the study of 
Tenjin, that school of Jiu-Jitsu which specializes 
in the strfking of vital parts of the body. Later 
he joined the Kito Ryu group, where throwing is 
the specialty.

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month undergraduate members. For gradu- 
ate members, those entitled. to’ wear the “black 
belt” of the expert, no charge is made; but it is 
their duty to instruct others in the principles of 


the cult. There are some thirty thousand mem- 


bers, three thousand of them experts, and among 
them are many persons of prominence, including 
the Prince of the Realm. “Judo” is further taught 
in the army and navy schools, government insti- 
tutions, universities, and other private tutoring 
establishments. Now it is being introduced in 
the United States. 


Judo looks like wrestling, but the main dif- 
ference is that one’s own physical force is never 


Pieced in direct opposition to that of an op- 


ponent. First you study the proper posture for 
your own body. From this position you cannot 
be thrown. The next step, is to learn how to 
move your opponent, to place him in a “broken 
posture;”’ then, how to take a correct pose, and 
to perform tricks that will conquer him. 

When the elementary or “wrestling” features 
of the art have been mastered, the student passes 
on to higher things. These are the movements 
that require intellectual effort and swiftness of 
judgment: how to control the adversary’s bodily 
movements; how to throttle him effectively; how 
to lock his joints so that resistance will cause 
pain; how to strike corte: nerves that will 
compel him to release his grip; how to strike 
vital parts of his body, and how to resuscitate 
him when he has been rendered unconscious. 

In practising Judo it must always be remem- 
bered that you can be successful only when the 
actions of every part of your body co-operate in 
both dislodging your opponent’s body and com- 
pleting your own successive movements until his 
fall and disability. 

Although there are «aid to be about twenty-five 
death blows in the art of Judo, these are taught 
only to the most advanced pupils, those in ‘whom 
complete trust can be placed; for the great Drimy 
ciple of this cult is not to “beat up”. the ad- 
versary, but simply to render him helpless. A 
man cannot be successful when his mind is un- 
disciplined or clouded by passion. The mind mu» 
be clear, the body active, the tricks well pe 
formed. ‘These, not victory, are the ideals of 
Judo. 

They can be applied to other spheres of lite 
as well <a to defense. For the cevelopment of 
the adility to overcome obsiacies, for memory- 
training, for imagination and rsasoning, fo: 
courtesy, respect, self-restraint and Kinaness, 
study the postures and the principles of this 
practical Oriental philosophy.

Is there anything particular about 
this date that hits you boys of Geor- 
gia, Alabama and Tennessee?

very excelient ideas during his peer- . 


less career. He had many, but there 
were two that stick out above the 
others.

The 
French leaders and Haig and his 
assistants would have had it the 
other way. They wanted to place 
the Americans between, around and 
at every point with their own 
troops. General Pershing had his 
hands full trying to convince his 
“lies that Americans could fight as 
a unit, and intended doing so, and it 
was only after a long struggle that 
he won his point. In gaining this 
point, in the opinion of many mili- 
tary critics, he made it possible to 
win the war with Germany and her 
co-partners in the bloody conflict, 
NEWSMEN TAKEN 

OVER BATTLE FRONT. 

The:other idea conceived by Gen- 
eral Pershing was announced after 
the war had been won and the 
trophies were being cowmted. On 


learning that there was many news- 
paper men in the rank and file of 
the American expeditionary forces 
he issued an order that these men 
should be gathered together and 
taken, as the guests of the A. E. F., 
over the entire battlefront. They 
were to be shown the efforts and the 
results attained. In answer to this 
order six hundred newspaper men 
were brought to Paris, two hundred 
at a timc, and were guided over the 
entire ground covered by A. A. F. 


Each group required eighteen days 


to see and fully learn what had been 
done. The literature given these 


six hundred news .aper men would 


—— 
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have turned the tide of the recent 
paper shortage. The idea back of 
these newspaper trips was to show 
the news men, at first ‘hand, the 
workings of the A. E. F. How many 
of these six hundred remember the 
trip, feel that they owe something ts 
General Pershing for his kindness ‘s 
*not known. Some of them do. There 
was at least one private who appre- 
ciated his courtesy, and who at the 
present writing is doing all in his 
~ power to return that favor. 
EVENTS LEADING 

UP TO DRIVE. 

Returning to the St. Mihiel drive 
and its story, doubly appropriate on 
the day of its beginning, let us re- 
view briefly the reasons for the at- 
tack and the object to be gained. 
The S* Mihiel salient was held for 
years oy the Germans, gave them a 
commanding position against the 
French and was a constant torture 
to Veré:-. If the salient could be 
wiped out the gates would be open 
to an allied victory. Instead of 
the Germans threatening Verdun the 
allies would be in a position te at- 
tack th great fortress of Metz. 

In August and September of 1914 
the Germans, in their repeated tre- 
mendous efforts to capture Verdun, 
bad the fortress a one time prac-

tically surrounded on three sides, 
west, north and east. While they 
were eventually driven back they 
stuck at one point. Bavarian troops 
captured the city of St. Mihiel, about 
thirty kilometers southeast of Ver- 
dun, forced their way across the 
Meuse river, on which Verdun also 
lies, established a small bridgehead 
around the suburb and hill of Chau- 
voncourt on the western bank, and 
here held a peg of their own which 
for four years remained a constant 
threat and embarrassment to the de- 
fenders of Verdun because upon it 
was hung the St. Mihiel salient. 
This salient, always the sharpest 
inequality in the western battle front, 
broke forward from the general line 
of the front near Les Eparges, about 
seventeen kilometers southeast of 
Verdun. From this village, whic* 
is on the abrupt edge of the reverse 
slopes of the heights of the Meuse, 
where they drop to the plain of the 
Woevre, or Voivre river, the western 
side of the salient ran almost due 
south for about twenty kilometers, 
crossing the high, forested hills and 
descending their western slope into 
the valley of the Meuse and then 
crossing that river to embrace the 
small bridgehead directly west of 
St.’ Mihiel. There were scarcely two 
square kilometers of ground within 
the trenches of this bridgehead, but 
it was enough eventually to qut the 
double track railway from Verdun to 
Toul which, reaching on-the south to 
Epinal and Belfort, had, before the 
war, linked up the four great fort- 
resses of the French eastern front. 
Crossing the Mense again just 
above St. Mihiel and including fn its 
circuit Fort de Camp des Romains, 
the one French fort of the line be- 
tween Verdun and Toul which the 
Germans captured and held through- 
out most of the war, the front swung 
eastward, agein crossing the heights 
of the Meuse, and descended into the 


plain of the Woevre at Apremont, 
just northeast of which rose the 
lofty’ bulk of Mont Sec, a detached 


hill affording artillery positions to 


the Germans which for miles domi- 
nated the allied lines in the low- 
lands. 


From Apremont the front ran on 
through Xivray, Seicheprey, Filirey, 
Liney, Regneville and Fayen-Haye 
and through the Foret du Bois le 
Petre to a point on the Moselle river 
just above Pont-a-Moussion, about 
forty kilometers from St. Mibiel. The 
total length of this salient was about 
sixty-five kilometers, at its. sorge 
between Les Eparges and Regnie- 
ville it was about thirty kilometers 
wide, and from the line between 
these two points it thrust forwart 
from the general configuration of the 
front about twenty-two kilometers 
into French territory. Directly back 
of it and support.g it, with excel- 
lent rail and road communications, 
was the great German fortress of 
Metz, hardly over fifty kilometers 
from St. Mihiel. It was against this 
ground that the Americans were 
fighting on the morning of the ar- 
mistfce. Affer the victory at St. 
Mihiel attention was turned to the 
Meuse-Atgonne attack, and this put 
to the credit of the Americans, it 
was then intended to drive at Metz 
direct. The ending of the war pre- 
vented the effort and saved the life 
of many an American boy. 
FREXCH EFFORTS 
WERE FRUITLESS. 

During the first year of the war 
the French made several powerful 
efforts to wipe out the St. Mihiel 
salient. Working under the tactical 
theortes of trench warfare, then in 
vogue, the French met with little 
success so far as ground gains were 
concerned. In their first effort at 
Les Eparges, in February, 1915, the 
French sustained the attack on into 


_April, gained Lee Eparges and believ- 


ed they had killed 30,000 Germans. 
But their own losses had been very 
heavy, the salient was not yet broken 
and the effort here was given over. 
During the summer of 1915 they 
again attacked, this time along the 
southern face and _ particularly at 
Apremont. For months the battle 
went on, literally from tree to tree 
until the Bois le Pretre forest had 
been wiped from the face of the 
earth. 


By this time the French had gained 
most of the few square kilometers of 
ground within the confines of the 
woodland, but at a terrible loss of 
life, and shortly afterward a Ger- 
man counter offensive of the same 
nature forced them to relinquish a 
considerable part of the ground 
gained. From that time the sector 
remained a quiet one until General 
Pershing prepared his plans and 
American doughboys waited for the 
word to go. The St. Mihiel sector 
was selected by General Pershing to 
demonstrate the power and fitness of 
American trodps as a fighting unit. 
What was to be gained? The follow- 
ing: In addition to relieving Verdun 
and its rail communications, the sup- 
pression of the salient would restore 
150 square miles of occupied French 
territory, including a city inmbabited 
before the war by 10,000 people, 
would reverse the threat of German 
attack on Verdun to a threat of al- 
lied attack on Metz, and would fur- 
nish a base line for future operations 

th against the Briey iron fields just 

orth and east of Metz, which were 
vital to German war industries, and 
against the double track railroad, 
which, running up from Alsace, 
through Metz, Sedan and Mezieres to 
Valenciennes in Flanders. furnished 
the means of transportation by 
which the German divisions were 
rapidly shuttled back and forth as 
needed from one end of the western 
front to the other.

At 1 o’clock on the morning of 
Thursday, September 12, 1918, fhe 
artillery preparations began with one 
terrific burst of flame from many 
hundreds of guns. 

The stupendous bombardment 
shook the earth for four hours, driv- 
ing the enemy troops into their dug- 
outs, tearing up their trenches and 
demoralizing their communications. 
Meantime the hundreds of thousands 
of infantrymen, the hundreds of ma- 
chine guns, the scores of American 
and French tanks, and the greatest 
assemblage of American, British and 
French aviators ever employed for a 
single operation on the western front 
all waited, tense and eager, for the 
word to sweep forward over the 
shell-torn fields, roads and trenches 
which a heavy rain that had begun 
in the evening was rapidly turning 
to a quagmire. 

TROOPS STEP OFF 
BEHIND ROLLING BARRAGE. 

At 5 o’clock, which was still twen- 
ty minutes before daybreak of that 
wet and foggy morning, the bom- 
bardment of the German front lines 
in the sectors of our First and Fourth 


»corps suddenly changed to a rolling 


barrage, and behind it the infantry- 
men jumped off. At most points only 
scattered infantry fire greeted the 
Americans as they advanced, and 
upon arriving at the trenches the 
German soldiers began popping up 
out of,.their holes and surrendered 
with utthost docility. Streams of 
prisoners, very soon after the at- 
tack began, were pouring back to the 
American rear on every road and 
path. There was some artillery fire 
from the German batteries further 
back, but otherwise, especially at the 
beginning, the enemy seemed par- 
alyzed and impotent. 

The suppression of the St. Mihiel 
salient was virtually accomplished 
within the space of one day, for in 
that time the army objective was 


shown resting up after drive. 


reached, if not overrun, at all points. 
Every town on the schedule had been 
reached and in some places the 
troops were alread of the plans map- 
ped out for them. It was done as 
neatly and worked out by the master 
minds of the A. E. F. strategy board 
with the same simplicity required to 
run a car from Broad _ street and 
Peachtree to Buckhead. During Sep- 
tember 13, 14 and 16 further progress 
averaging three or four kilometers 
was registered along most of the 
front. The Amerieans captured in 
the operation” 14,500 prisoners, 433 
pieces of artillery and enormous 
quanities of other material, by far the 
greater part during the first twenty- 
four hours of the operation. 

At last the situation of four years 
standing was reversed. The Ameri- 
can observatories on the redeemed 
heights of the Meuse, particularly the 
one at Hattonchatel, dominated the 
enemy’s positions as formerly from 
Mont Sec the Germans had domi- 
nated the ground held by the French. 
Materially this victory, perhaps the 
swiftest and most spectacular ever 
achieved on the western front, yield- 
ed enormous prizes and they were 
gained over fields where, in earlier 
efforts,. the French had sometimes 
given many times the number of cas- 
ualties to win a single trench. ‘ 

General Pershing, in his report to 
Secretary Baker, gives all praise to 
his troops. He gives the casualty 
list as 7,000, mostly light, and an- 
nounced the capturé of 16,000 pris- 
oners, 443 guns, as well as the win- 
ning of the object which not only 
removed the pressure on Verdun but 
opened the way to bigger things and 
the winning of the war. He says in 
closing: “St. Mihiel proved to her al- 
lies that they had not trusted her in 
vain; to her enmies that, fn flouting 
her, they had sealed for themselves 
irrevocably fates’ decree of ignoml- 
nious defeat.” 


Although the writer made a care- 
ful review of the literature dealing 
with the St. Mihiel drive there seems 
to be little reference to Mont Sec, 
the position which gave the Germans 
such a commanding view of the 
troops in the lowlands. Major Fred- 
erick Palmer, the famous war corre- 
spondent, who was attached to head- 
quarters, comes nearest to making 
any direct mention of Mont Sec. On 
the day the writer went over this 
ground, as a member of the Second 
A. E. F. Press Special, it seemed that 
Mont Sec was a very big feature. The 
story goes that the Germans knew 


this mount was nearly impossible to 
capture. They thought the same of 

Montfaucon, the highest point in the 

Argonne struggle. In the case of the 

latter it was found necessary to al- 

tack the “little city on the hill,” d@i- 

rect. The Seventy-ninth division, 
composed of national army men, from 

Pennsylvania, Maryland and Dela- 

ware, was given the job. They start- 
ed off early in the morning and after 
losing a great many men fell back 

to their origina] positions. After a

with the giving of many lives. 

Lofty ‘ Mont Sec. was captured 
in almost a laughable manner, When 

the great guns started their deadly 
work on the morning of September 
12:a smoke barrage was thrown over 
the mount. When the Germans woke 
up to what had happened the First 
division had passed around the mount, 
closed in on the Germans and their 
trophies, making it easy for the 
French colonial troops to enter the 
city of St. Mihiel. In his book, 
“America in France,” published by 
Dodd, Mead & Co., New York, Major 
Frederick Palmer says: “General 
Pershing had expressed the charac- 
ter of the St. Mihiel undertaking one 
day, in the previous March, when he 
was looking up at Mont See, which 
looked down with such lofty patron- 
age on our men in their miry trenches 
in the lowlands. ‘We ought to have 
that mountain,’ he said. Indeed, he 
had long ago made up his mind that 
he would have it. General Pershing’s 
plan of striking at the bases of the 
salient was simple, as the plans of all 
great operations are. Its distinction 
was the boldness of the stroke by a 
hew army, which some military lead- 
ers considered absolute folly. Under 
the observation of Mont Sec and other 
hills we should have to storm strong 
defenses through three or four lines 
of- barbed wire before we came into 
open country. We might break 
through the first line, we were told, 
but, even if we succeeded in taking 
the second, the third would stop us; 
or, if we broke through the third we 
should find ourselves under the fire 
of German batteries directed from 
Mont Sec, while the terrain beyond 
the regular defenses favored machine 
gun nests. _ » « The storm had 
broken. All the world, inelosed un- 
der canopy of night, was aflame. 
Piercing tongues of lightning and 
broad flashes of lightning! Little 
lightnings of the 75’s lost tn the 
mighty lightnings of the big calibers. 
It was our challenge as an army to 
the enemy. The labors and sacri- 
fices of the people at home were con- 
centrated in this inferno of accumu- 
lated preparation, Our guns were 
speaking the power of the Missis- 
sippi’s flow; of the heat of the de- 
serts; of the coal and metals from 
our mines; of the throbbing life of 
our cities. and towns and the long - 
lines of railroad track from coast to 
coast; of the cotton fields—to sup- 
port the flesh and blood of our men 
waiting in the front line trenches to 
commence our first attack as an 
a The next day all. the 
world, fer the first time in four 
years, looked at the battle Hne of 
the western front minus that trritat- 
ing danger thrust, which was also 
wiped out, along with the Marne sali- 
ent, on the map in General Pershing’s 
office at G. H. O., where salients 
were particularly offensive. . .. 
The people of St. Mihiel were happy 
beyond expression, and they adored 
General Pershing and his soldiers as 
knights from a far country. Gen- 
eral Pershing himself was pot wun- 
happy. He had that mountain which 
he had been wanting for a’ year. 

So, on this morning of September 
12, two years after the eventfal days 
of 1918, we have every reason to be 
proud and thankful that our army 
proved itself, our Yanks established 
themselves and paved the path to the 
ending of the greatest war in history.

The world 
moves on, you know, and so embroid- 
ery designae have been getting more 
and more simple with no loss in ef-

The pine tree design of this set sug- 
gests a woodsy fragrance and might 
@even stimulate a woodsy appetite: At 
any rate. it will adorn your table. 

The eketch given here shows the 
tree design and border for just one- 
eizth of the centerpiece. The best 
Plan will be to draw the entire pat- 


fern upon a large piece of paper and 
them transfer it from there to your 
fabric, be it linen, lineen, unbleach- 
ed muslin, chambray or crepe. 
First of all, lay out your large piece 
of paper. Then cut out the portion 
of the centerpiece given here. Plac: 
it on your paper, then take a ruler 
and continu the straight-lines of the 
portion of the centerpiece drawn here 
until they intersect, There you have 
a segment of the large doily which 


is exactly one-sixth of the whole. 
Now stick a pin thru this point of 
intersection for that will be the cen- 
ter of your doily. This pin will go 
right thru the large, sheet of paper 
underneath it, of course. Trace on 
the paper the design of this segmen: 
and then, using the pin as your cen- 
ter, swing the newspaper pattern 
around on it until you have traced out 
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six-sixths and have the whole! Then 
transfer to your fabric, 

For the plate doilies describe a cir- 
cle, using a cord string ag your ra- 
dius and. a black crayon to describe 
the circle of ‘thfe size you desire. Use 
the pine trees on the centerpiece for 
the design on your plate doilies. The 
connecting lines will be very simple 
to fill in. The edge will be just ; 
blanket stitch. 

Now you have a bread-and-butte

The pine cones and the groups of 
rings should be worked solid, but ali 
the rest is simple, ordinary outlining 
with ahe bianket-stitch around the 
edge.
